•Hie first thing to say about 
the censorship of literature,' he 
continued, *la that it’s never 
worked. If things are liked by 
people, they manage to get 
around.* 

Joining Dr. Lelte ln his dis- 
approval of censorship on the 
grounds of its absurdity, Dr. 
Stockton said, •Capriciousness 
has characterized censorship on 
all levels.’
